Monastir Retreat Is Debacle 


Teutons Still Driven North 


PARIS, 
Nov. 20.—Allied 
troops 


have boon completely vlctorous on 
tho Macedonian front, from tho river 
Cerna to Laho I'resha, according to 
announcement made by' the French 
wur office this afternoon. 


The retreat of tho Germnn-BuI- 


garlan force from Monaatir In the 
direction of Prllep is a*'debacle, saya 
a despatch to the wireless press from 
Homo today. Tho entente troops are 
pursuing the fleeing foes and have oc- 
cupied Yllla8os north 
of 
Monastir, 


taking prisoners as they advanced, the 
despatch adds. 
The Serbians, according to these 
advices, aro delaying entering Mona- 
stir because of tho fire and explosions 
which have virtually destroyed the 
city, from which the population has 
fled. The official account says In part: 
On tho evening of November IS 
Serbian forceK, continuing their 
victorious offensive, ocuplod tho 


village of Grunlshtc, east of tho 
Cerna. Tho same -night Yara- 
shok, In the bend of the river, 
fell Into the hands of Franco- 
Serbian 
troops. 
Following-

their success with energy during 
the nght oC tho 18th-19th, our 
allies, after a brilliant engage- 
ment, took possession of Hill No.

District Attorney William G. Sny- 


der of Amador county returned

Jackaon ' today, after announcing

Deputy District Attorney O. D. Ham- 
lin Jr., of Oakland that he .would not 
order that tho body of J. j. Black be 
exhumed and an autopsy performed at 
this time, as ho will make, further 
efforts to bring about the arrest of 
Roy Long and • the man named Ben- 
nett, two mine guards, alleged to have 
caused the death of, Black. ' 


Descriptions of the two fugitives 
have been sent to every city In the 
west, and a score of police depart- 
ments are seeking them. 
Complaints 
against the two have been Issued by 
8ny<J«r. 
In the event either one ia 
arrested tile body of ' Black, burled 
in a local cemetery, will be exhumed, 
and the autopsy performed. 
On this 
examination of the body will depend 
th» future action In the cas«. 
Black, who -was a strike breaker at 
th« South Eureka mines near Sutter 
Cr«ek, .was found-.'dead In bpd In the 
Summit Hotel; Sutter 
Creek, 
the 
evening of November 1. An Inquest 
wa« held and threa physicians testi- 
fied that ho had died of heart dis- 
ease. 
The physicians testified 
that 
an abrasion behind one ear had been 
caused by tthe action of embalming 
fluid. 
The Jury . returned a verdict 
In accordance with this 
testimony, 
and Black's body -was snipped to Oak- 
land for Interment.

- Mrs. Black was not satisfied, how- 
ever, and asked a further Investiga- 
tion. A few days "ago A. J. Crawford, 
who had been a mine guard 
with 
Long and Bennett, swore to an affi- 
davit in San Francisco in which . ho 
avers that Long and Bennett 
con- 
fessed to him that Long had ^killed 
Black with a blow of his fist.- It is 
on this testimony .that Snyder 
haa 
asked for the arrest of the two men, 
who have disappeared. 
If the body ia exhumed the head 
wlll.be examined, for if Crawford's 
allegations are true , the authorities 
believe a fracture of Black's skuU will 
be discovered.

It has been taken as settled that Gov- 
ernon Johnson would stay at the helm 
during the opening of the State Legis-

Stephens will appear for the first time 
as the presiding- officer of the Senate, 
and direct the-course, of the'legislation 
Introduced. <>overnor Johnson will have 
a good -working: majority in the As- 
sembly and a still stronger one In the 
Sennto. and measures ana appointments

_Eut those who have been following 
Governor Johnson are now urging him 
not only to. seo the legislation through 
to the end, but also- to remain in direc- 
tion of, State affairs as lone as possible— 
and th» limit. Is-I>ec«nber, 1917. They 
say that It would be unfair to Stephens 
to make htm plungw Into the legislative 
maelstrom that, always comes when the 
end of the session Is approaching, and 
that Governor Johnson ehould be on hand 
to set in motion the workings of the new 
laws.

THE RAILROAD INQUIRY. 


One of the most important government investigations 


of recent years was opened today when the joint con- 


' gressionul committee convened in Washington to begin 


hearings on various subjects related lo railroad regulation. 
In many respects it will be the most comprehensive investi- 
gation into public service ever undertaken by any govern- 
ment. The result of the inquiry may disappoint many 
expectations, but it is started with the idea behind it that 
the public utility laws of the national government need 
complete revision. 


The investigation will not deal with railroads exclusively, 


although these comprise the biggest single problem. 
The 


Usk set the joint committee is to advise Congress whether the 
United States should adopt government ownership or should 
continue its policy of regulation, and if regulation should 
continue, what changes should be made in the regulatory 
laws. 


In his message lo Congress nearly a year ago, President 


Wilson, evidently having in mind the statements of Senator 
Underwood of Alabama, formally took the initiative in 
this inquiry when he said: 


The 
transportation problem is an exceedingly 


serious and pressing one in this country. There has 


. 
from time to time of late been reason to fear that our 
railroads would not much longer be'abie to cope with 
it successfully, as at present equipped and 
co- . 


ordinated. I suggest that it would be wise to provide 
for a commission of inquiry to ascertain by a thorough 
canvass of the whole question whether our laws as at 
present framed and administered, are as serviceable as 
they might J*: in the solution of the problem. It is 
obviously a problem that lies at the very foundation 
of our efficiency as a people. Such an inquiry ought 
to draw out every circumstance and opinion worth 
considering, .and we need to know all sides of the 


" 
matter if ,we mean to do anything in the field of 
federal legislation: 
If the inquiry is as thorough as Mr. Wilson believes it 


should be it will be many months before the joint com- 
mittee is ready to submit its advisory report to Congress. 
Unless a special session of Congress is called during next 
summer it is not likely that the problem will be taken up 
by the legislative,body until the opening of the sixty-fifth 
•ession in December, 1917. 


While the joint committee promises to be absolutely fair 


and impartial in considering ihe evidence brought out in its 
hearings, and to extend opportunity to every interested 
pe«on to express his views, the general doctrine under which 
revision of laws for regulating public utilities engaged in 
interstate commerce is to be attempted probably will be 
developed and made known long before the investigation 
is concluded.

ownership, and that is federal incorporation of the 
railroads. Such incorporation would unify and sim- 
plify the railroad administration of the country as a 
whole. It would recognize the evolution of the trans- 
portation industry under which the operation and 
management of almosl ihe entire mileage has come 
under the control of a very few well-known groups 
or systems. By such incorporation and control the 
taxes of ihe railroads could be made fixed and certain. 
That would also be true of dividends, so that here- 
after arty increase of business would tend mathemat- 
ically either. to a betterment of the road, to an increase 


^..-- in wages or to a diminution in rates. 


Other ideas of dealing with the problem will certainly 


be advanced. Perhaps some plan more widely separated 
from outright government ownership than federal incor- 
poration will be urged as practical. The whole country 
should be deeyly interested in the matter and will doubtless 
watch the course of the inquiry with not a little 
hension.
